Paying the Piper 
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SPEED AND HIGHWAY COSTS 


Hk United States government is in- 
vestigating the causes’ for the rapid 
wearing out of highways. One of the 


army officers who has been studying 
the subject in co-operation with the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, states that 
light weight automobiles at high speeds, cause 
more damage than heayv trucks running at 
iow speed. 





There is no doubt that heavy trucks have 
done a great deal of damage to highways, but 
if their speed were restricted probably this 
damage would be largely avoided. Merely 
fining truck drivers and owners for excessive 
speed, however, would fail to check many 
reckless ones. ‘lo keep them all within proper 
speed limits it would be necessary to build 
the cars so they could not be operated beyond 
a certain limit. 

This investigation suggests that the people 
ure paying a tremendous cost for allowing all 
kinds of cars to tear around the country like 
mad, without regard to the enormous damage 
they do to highway surfaces.

B. R. BRIGGS, Editor of the Denver 
Express, in a talk before the Optimists

The active and the mentally alert man 
does not wear out. On the contrary, he wears

Mr. Forbes proceeds to cite a long list of 
men who have done wonders in the business 
world at the age of 80 to 90 years: and even be- 
yond the latter age.

At 50 years of age the late E. H. Harriman 
was a stock exchange broker. At 60 he con- 
trolled a transcontinental railroad system. 
His fortune of over $75,000,000 was made in 
the last dozen years of his life. The late 
Theodore N. Vail was 65 when called to the 
presidency of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company. At 40 years of age Com- 
modore Vanderbilt had accumulated only 
about $30,000. 

Mr. Forbes’ conclusions are really conclu- 
sive. He proves his point. There have been 
Napoleons who died young, but the greatest of 
the Napoleons of business in America have had 
to pass the middle of life before they came into 
their greatest achievements.

Nematode Serious 
Pest Of Grapes 





Nematode injury to vines is not 
be very recent grape trouble. It has 
existed for years, but has been over- 
looked or ignored because nematode 
infestation usually occurs concurrent- 
ly with other unsuitable conditions 
for the healthy growth of grape 
vines, and which to the casual ob- 
server appears to be responsible for 
the weakened state of vines, and 
consevuently one part played by the 
living organism is not given the 
economic importance it deserves. 
But its injurious effects as a grape 
pest is strikingly evident on the 
roots of the grapevines grown in 
nursery when lifted for transplanting 
to vineyard. The numerous swellings 
produced on the roots much in the 
shape of a bead on the smaller 
roots and of a more tuberous shape 
on roots of greater diameter are 
caused by the nematode larvae, liv- 
ing within the root, causing the de- 
velopment of abnormal cells. These 
swellings, because of their knotted 
appearance have caused the affec- 
tion due to nematode to be termed 
root-knot. This is a specific. term 
for nematode infestation and: must 
not be confounded with black-knot, 
another disease of the vine caused 
by another living organism of a much 
lower order of life form, bacteria. 
The function of roots thus affected 
by nematode is undoubtedly greatly 
impaired and the normal unction of 
the vine must suffer in consequence. 

The nematode is rapidly becoming 
a serious economic pest of the grape 
in California, and from present indi- 
cations threatens to become one 
which may rival the grape phyllox- 
era. The past experience of the se. 
rious disaster caused to vineyards 
by phylloxera before a_ preventive 
measure was defiiitely proved to be 
effected should serve as an objett 
lesson, and no time should be lost in 
ascertaining the resistant propreties 
to nematode that may be possessed 
by the different varieties of grapes 
éither of the vinifera species or 
others. It may be but a few years 
hence when a similar ‘practice to 
grafting on resistant roots for phyl- 
loxera may have to be adopted or 
the planting of vineyards with the 
object of circumventing infestation 
of nematode. 

Next in importance to be noted, 
is the susceptibility to infestation 
of so many varieties. Of course, the 
number of vines of the different 
varieties as reported cannot be taken 
as a criterion for the degree of sus- 
sceptibility to infestation of each va- 
riety, because no account has been 
kept of the total number of vines of 
Amapected, including in- 
fested and nvh-infested vines. “As a 


matter of fact, observations made in 
the field on one or more occasions 
would tend to prove that some va- 
rieties of vinifera grapes are more 
or less susceptible to infestation, 
Thompson seedless, for instance be- 
ing very much less susceptible than 
Malagas, and the latter apparently 
much more so than many other va- 
rieties. 

One case in point which has come 
to the notice of the writer concerns 
a small nursery in Imperial Valley. 
It furnishes a good reason to believe 
that the Malaga grape is by far more 
Susceptible to nematode infestation 
than is the Thompson seedless. In 
two rows of vine growing side by 
side in a nursery, a serious infesta-

tion was evident on the roots of the! 


Malaga vines, and an _ exceedingly 
slight one on the roots of the Thomp.- 
son seedless vines. This was true 


throughout the whole length of the 


two rows of vines. In further cor- 
roboration of this a much similar 
condition existed in each of the 


blocks representing an equal number 
of rows of each of the varieties 
named, ail rows being the same dis- 
tance apart, and no difference ex- 
isting in the nature of the soil of 
both blocks of vines.
